sister passed away three

 months ago and we took her 
13-year-old daughter into our 
home. We have two, well-ad­ 
justed boys, 10 and 6, and 
frankly, we are not experienc­ 
ed in handling a problem child.

She is querrelsome, dishon­ 
est and lazy. Some days I must 
pull her bodily out of bed to 
get her to go to school. She 
doesn't care how she looks, and 
if I didn't insist that she bathe 
daily she wouldn't bother.

Our sons were excited at the 
prospect of having "an older 
sister," but she ignores them. 
She cries frequently for no ap­ 
parent reason, and when I try 
to talk to her she stares into 
space as if she doesn't hear.

Her father was an alcoholic 
who wouldn't work and her 
mother ran around with an odd 
assortment of men. Although 
the home was never actually 
broken up, it was a wretched 
place for a child to live.

1 thought this change would 
be wonderful and that she'd 
appreciate our love and kind­ 
ness, but it hasn't worked out 
that way. Please tell us whal 
we are doing wrong. We neee 
help.   Aunt and Uncle. 

' Dear Aunt and Uncle: You 
vJn't expect a child who has 
spent the first 13 years of her 
life In the environment you de 
scribe to suddenly be a loving 
sunny cherub. Children who 
grow up In an atmosphere o 
hostility infidelity and drunk 
enness Suffer deep emotlona 
scars which cannot be erasei 
over night.

This girl has been denied 
security and the love of re 
iponsible parents. She needs 
affection and understanding 
She may also need psychiatric 
help. Ask your doctor abou 
the facilities available for dls 
turbed children. You couh 
save this girl from winding up 
in a mental or penal Instltu 
tlon. The rewards for your pa 
tlence and understanding wll 
be enormous. Good luck.
